Chief of Police T. O. Sturdivant, 
indicted ‘Fhursday night by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury for alleged 
cheating and swindling in connection 
with solicitation of funds for the po- 
lice yearbook, Friday was named de- 
fendant in four additional counts in 
which it is charged that the chief 
authorized solicitors to make false 
representations to contributors. 

The action was followed by a state- 
ment by Alderman James E. Bowden, 
of the fifth ward, that’ if the police 
committee does not suspend Sturdi- 
vant in the meantime he would urge 
the chief's suspension before general 
council at its meeting Tuesday. 

Return of the indictment before 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore, of Fulton 
superior court, together with the de- 
livery of presentments asking a thor- 
ough purging of the city registration 
lists against alleged illegal registra- 
tions, marked the end of the term 
for the July-August grand jury. 

Soon after Chief Sturdivant Fri- 
day filed a demand for immediate 
trial, it was announced at the office 
of Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
that, following the policy of superior 
court in misdemeanor cases, the in- 
dictments against Sturdivant and oth- 
ers in the police yearbook investiga- 
tion will be transferred to - criminal 
eourt of Atlanta for trial, because of 
the crowded condition of the supe- 
rior court docket. 

Two Indictments Returned. 


Two indictments were returned Fri- | 


day in the “courtesy card racket” 
probe. One charges Hugh G. Krein 
and Ed J. Daly, the promoters of the 
yearbook, with cheating and swindling 
the Cathcart Cartage Company out 
of $5. The other, containing four 
counts, charges that Sturdivant au- 
thorized four solicitors to make false 
representations in collection of the 
relief fund. 

In count one, Sturdivant is charged 
with authorizing C. E. Leifer, who 
was named a defendant in an indict- 
ment returned Thursday night, to 
make false representations to S. BL.

to take them to the hospital. 

Dr. Carl C. Burdick, chairman 
of the board, said the internes were 
found guilty of “errors of inex- 
perience and judgment, rather than 
neglect or intent.” :

‘End of 5-Day Drive Finds 
Pay Rolls Increased 
$5,000,000 Annually and 
50,000 Workers Aided. 


The blue eagle of the NRA has 
spread its wings over 50,000 workers 
in Atlanta and pay rolls have in- 
creased by upward of $5,000,000 a 
year, while more than 5,000 new jobs 


for the unemployed have been created 
since the beginning of the re-employ- 
ment campaign in the city. 

Those figures were given out Fri- 
day by the NRA campaign headquar- 
ters at the close of a five-day inten- 
sive campaign to bring new firms un- 
der the eagle, a drive which resulted 
in the addition of approximately 500 
new firms to the NRA list.

Commerce members and a number of 
special volunteers and more than 
5,000 Atlanta business houses were 
canvassed.for.data on salary, wage 
and émployifent “increases: | 
found not flying the eagle were urged 
to join at once.

Labor Survey Reports 
Checked Speculative Ad- 
vance Has Aided in 
Sound Recovery.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—@M— 
Hope that a bituminous coal code 
would be ready for promulgation Tues- 
day by President Roosevelt receded 
perceptibly tonight as fresh disputes 


between operators and spokesmen for 
the miners disrupted negotiations. 

Once again it was the queston of 
the extent to which employers should 
recognize unions that flared up to dis- 
turb the agreement which Hugh 8. 
Johnson, the NRA administrator, an- 
nounced -Monday marked an epoch 
in the coal industry. 

Into contracts between the opera- 
tors and John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca, the former sought to write a pro- 
visiou similar to that placed in the 
automobile code permitting them to 
hire, discharge or promote employes 
without regard to union or non-union 


affiliation. 
Gulf Is Opened. 

Lewis and William Green, presi- 
dent of The American Federation of 
Labor, immediately carried their views 
to Johnson. All parties discussed the 
break hesitantly, but there was every 
indication that a great gulf had been 
opened that might interfere. with 
Johnson’s hope of having the code 
completed by Tuesday. 

Should an agreement fail, however, 
he stood ready with the support of 
President Roosevelt to impose a code 
upon the industry, fearing that any 
longer delay might lead to serious 
disturbance of industrial relations in 
the Appalachian coal fields. 

This sudden cloud on the NRA 
horizon appeared a few hours after 
the Federation of Labor had ascribed 
to the recovery program an increase 
at the rate of five billion dollars a 
year in the nation’s purchasing power 
~—enough to raise retail sales 17 per 
cent. 

Signs of Progress. 

The monthly survey of business by 
the federation gaid “as September 
opens we can already see clear signs 
of real progress,” adding that “since 
the speculative rise of business was 
checked in July, figures are beginning 
to reveal a solid foundation for a 
business advance.” 

Johnson spent virtually all day rest- 
ing at his hotel room for the first 
time since he undertook early in the 
summer the task of mobilizing indus- 
try in the war against depression.

Purely Nordic Art Decreed | 
For Germany by Nazi Chief 


NURNBERG, Germany, Sept. 1.—‘ 
(/)—Art in the new Germany must 


'be 100 per cent Nordic and Aryan, 


Chancellor Adolf Hitler told a select 
audience of 3, at the nazi party 
conclave here today. 

Declaring that “nazi-ism will not 
tolerate incompetence in art,” the 
chancellor characterized Jews as an 
artless race. 

“Every individual race,” he said, 
“has its own clear imprint in the 
book of arts in so far as that race 
has contrasted to the Jews in its own 
artistic productivity.” 

“I do not know whether Provi- 


dence will bless us with artistic gen- si 


iuses,” he added, “but this I know: 
representativés of the era now

Non-nazi members of the cabinet, 
including Vice Chancellor Franz Von 
Papen, Foreign Minister Konstantin 
Von Neurath, and Defense Minister 
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madge Friday spared the lives of Ross 
Hatcher Jr. and Charles Haden, Ma- 
con youths sentenced to the electric 
chair for an attack on the woman. 

The chief executive commuted their 
death sentences to life imprisonment 
and said: 

“I hope -these boys reform.” 

The victim of the attack, which oc- 
curred on the outskirts of Macon on 
August 26, 1931, wrote the governor 
some time ago urging that the lives 
of the two.men be spared. She said 
that their electrocution woukd haunt 
her during the rest of her life, and 
felt that life sentences would punish 
them sufficiently for their crime. 

“I am not trying to minimize the 
seriousness of the crime, nor the 
heinousness of this particular case,” 
said Harry Strozier, Macon attorney 
who pleaded with the governor to save 
the lives of the two youths, “but the 
records in Georgia show that death is 
not the usual penalty for this crime, 
under the circumstances.” | 

He added that he had been advised 


‘that only one white man in recent 


years had paid the extreme penalty 
for attacking a woman, but the gov- 
ernor said he recalled the case of a 
second man, a school teacher, who was 
hanged. 

E. W. Maynard, of Macon, was the 
attorney in charge of the hearing, 
and also made an appeal, as did T. S. 
Felder. Maurice Thomas and Oliver 
Cutler also appeared at the hearing 
as attorneys for the two men. 

The governor's brief announcement 
—*“J’ll commute them’’—came shortly 
after T. A. Wallace, who was em- 
ployed as a special prosecutor in the 
ease, said that shortly afte: he was 
engaged, the young woman victim had 
expressed an aversion to the death 
sentence. Wallace said she did not 
want the death penalty inflicted. 

“Was this -before the trial?” asked 
the governor, showing keen interest. 

“Yes, sir, and I told Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Charlie Garrett about it,” said 
Wallace. 

The governor commented that “that 
is one point I am glad to clear up.” 

At the same time, he announced the 
commutation. As he did so, various 
relatives of the two condemned youths, 
tears streaming down their faces, came 
over to thank him and shake his hand. 
The two youths are now under respite 
and have not been resentenced.

SOUTH WILL URGE 


RULER FOR COTTON 


‘Southern Solons Expect- 


ed to Confer With Roose- 
velt Next Week. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON,. Sept. 1.—Disap- 
pointed with the failure of cotton 
to maintain a price level in keep- 
ing with the broad aims of the 
national recovery program, southern 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress are laying plans for urging 
upon President Roosevelt next week 
the necessity for reorganization of 
the cotton division of the agricul- 
tural adjustment administration. 

The president is scheduled to re- 
turn to Washington .Monday night 
or Tuesday morning. Shortly there- 
after it would not be surprising to 
see a. group of. southern. members 
unite in asking him to provide a 
more effective set-up for cotton ad- 
ministration. 

For one thing, it will be suggest- 
ed to the chief executive. that he 
designate some ° outstanding figure 
in the south to act as administrator 
for cotton, either a leader in the 
cotton textile industry or some. well- 
known business man having the full 
confidence of the cotton belt and able 
to cope with the many problems re- 
lating to the south’s chief agricul- 
tural product. 

More Authority. 

The proposed cotton administra- 
tor, it is felt, should be clothed with 
authority equal to that uow held by 
George Peek, head of the agricul- 
tural . adjustment administration. 
While Mr. Peek is charged with di- 
recting cotton no less than whet 
activities but his main interest . nat- 
urally lies in wheat. by virtue of the 
fact that he is. a- western man who 
has devoted a considerable part of 
his life to problems of the wheat 
farmer. ’ 

The same is true of Secretary Wal- 
lace, a western wheat man. It is 
not to say that they are -not -in- 
terested in cotton; they are. But 
their primary interest is wheat. 

Unless such a set-up is provided 
for cotton, southern members and 
textile leaders feel that the south 
will not gain its full share of bene- 
fits contemplated under the NRA 
and agricultural adjustment pro- 
gram. While Cully Cobb, of Atlan- 


ta, early was designated as the cot- 


ton representative in the agricultural 
adjustment administration, the com- 
piaint is heard that he is being held 
ack by the lack of authority given 
him at the time of. appointment. He 
has not. been clothed with sufficient 
rmit him to sit 
in the upper councils of farm .admin- 
istration, which means, it is declared, 
that cotton is forced to occupy a sec- 
ondary position to wheat, mainstay 
of the western agrarian group. 
Too Many Heads. 

Because of this delinquency south- 
ern members interesged.in the various 
proposals that have been advanced 
for improving the cotton price level 
are forced to take up their measures 
with several different . department 
heads, including Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, Administrator Peek, 
Governor Henry Mo than Jr., of 
the federal administration, and 
even President Roosevelt..

Governor Ehringhaus 
laid plans to Jead a delegation to 
Washington Monday to place the 
farmers’ plea for government aid be- 
fore the administration. 

Leading Planters. 

He said he would be accompanied by 
a group of 10 or 12 leading planters 
who would request Secretary Wallace 
to take some action to raise prices. 

Dispatches from Richmond late to- 
day revealed that Governor Pollard, 
of Virginia, had named a committee 
of six persons representing the Vir- 
ginia tobacco growers to join the dele- 
gation of Carolina representatives in 
_ conference in Washington Mon- 
ay. 

At a stormy mass meeting here yes- 
terday, 2,000 farmers unanimously 
demanded the.closing - of the ware- 
houses and federal aid, terming the 
prices paid’ on the auction markets 
“ruinous.” 

Governor Ehringhaus also  an- 
nounced he was asking Governor Pol- 
lard, of~-Virginia, to join -with- the 
Carolinas in keeping tobacco markets 
closed until a price-raising plan _ is 
worked out. None of the Virginia 
markets has yet opened. They are 
scheduled to begin sales later this 
month. 

Shut Off “Money Crop.” 

Closing of the markets will shut off 
the buying of the big “money crop” 
of a large section of both states, The 
Carolinas and Virginia, raising mil- 
lions of pounds, supply the greater 
portion of the world’s demand for 
cigaret type tobacco. 

Most of the tobacco sold so far this 
year has brought an average price of 
about 10 to 12 cents a pound, a fig- 
ure the farmers contend is below the 
cost of production. It is little changed 
from last year. At the mass meeting 
here, the farmers demanded the price 
be raised to 20 cents a pound, and 
speakers charged the “Big Four” to- 
bacco companies arbitrarily set the 
price to be paid for tobacco. 

The tobacco farmer sells his prod- 
uct under conditions differing from 
those faced by any other farmer. He 
hauls his ‘tobacco to a market town, 
dumps it on a warehouse floor and 
it is auctioned off to the highest 
bidder. If the farmer doesn’t think 
the bid is high enough, he can re- 
fuse it but he has. no other outlet

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Gasoline 22 Cents, 


Discount Is Banned 


Twenty-two cents a gallon for stand- 
ard brands will be the price of gaso- 
line in Atlanta and throughout Geor- 
gia today, with the practice of al- 
lowing discounts for cash purchases 
abolished, 

The Standard Oil Company and the 
Wofford Oil Company announced the 
price Friday and four other leading 
distributors said that although they 
were without advices from home of- 
fices they expected to follow the other 
companies. The oil code approved by 
the national recovery administration 
becomes operative today. 

Until today standard brands of 
gasoline sold for 23 cents, with a 
2-cent discount for cash purchases. 
Oil companies explained that in carry- 
ing out provisions of the code the 
discount would: have to be discon- 
tinued. Ethy} gas will sell for 24 
centg, and a third, or traffic grade of 
gasoline, will sell for 20 1-2 cents. 


Confession Bares Feud 
In Schoolboy’s Slaying 


FORT MORGAN, Col., Sept. 11. 
(P)—A slaying that northeastern 
Colorado authorities have tried for 
three years to solve was revealed in 
a confession today to Sheriff R. A. 
Johnston as an “April Fool’s Day” 
hanging to avenge a feud between 
two schoolboys. 

Sheriff Johnston said Herman 
Howell, 20, of Brush, had confessed 
he beat Ed Schilling, of Brush, and 
then hanged him from a rafter “be- 
cause he gave me a licking at 
school.” The slaying occurred April 
1, 120. ' 

Seuilling’s death was believed at 
the time to have been a suicide. 

According to Sheriff Johnston 
Howell also admitted that he had 
shot another youth, Arlow Osborne, 
in the head with a .22 rifle “just to 
see him jump.” Osborne recovered.

Tuesday, when the defense will offer 
testimony in support of its theory 
that Mrs. Lamson met her death last 
May 30 by accident—perhaps through 
a fall in the bathroom where she was 
found dead.

of hemorrhages, on the head of the 
body, indicating a severe tug at Mrs. 
Lamson’s hair. 

Previously the state had introduced 
the name of Mrs. Sara M. Kelley, 
Sacramento divorcee, as the recipient 
of bouquets from Lamson a few weeks 
before his wife was found dead in 
their Stanford campus home. 

Lamson’s counsel and Dr. Proesch- 
er today fought over a tiny spot of 
blood found on the defendant’s shirt 
in the bathroom of his home. 

Defense Counsel E. M. Rea sought, 
through numerous questions, to estab- 
lish-a description of blood spurts after 
they land. Dr. Proescher drew on the 
courtroom blackboard a spot with a 
tiny tail. From there, Rea attempted, 
while being prompted by E. 0. Hein- 
rich, Berkeley criminologist, to show 
the direction from which the blood 
came. Immediately objections were 


made by the state and Rea withdrew |

other liquids came in for argument),

Concern Felt for Resi- 
dents of Cardenas; Sec- 
ond Storm Forming 
Near Puerto Rico.

A tropical storm that battered the 
Cuban coast Friday swept four ships 
aground, killed six persons in Cama- 
guey, injured an undetermined num- 
ber and caused unestimated damage 
in many parts of the island. 

Although wind and rain continued 
in Havana during the evening, the 


storm center had passed to the north- 
west. The wind in Havana at one 
time approximated 100 miles an hour. 
The Josephine Gray, a_ British 
freighter, was forced ashore at Cayo 
Bahia Del Cadiz, Cuba, but a mes- 
sage to the Radiomarine Corporation 
and Mackay Radio said the crew 
was safe. | 

The Baron Harris, a British ship, 
was reported aground at Matanzas, 
and the Thyra was ashore, presum- 
ably near the same city. A Danish 
vessel, the Stal, grounded 200 miles 
east of Havana after striking a Swed- 
ish ship, the name of which was un- 
reported. 

The Athel Foam, which went to 
the aid of the Josephine Gray, was 
not reported. ) 

Although Havana police said prop- 
erty damage there was comparative- 
ly light, communications along the 
northern coast were interrupted and 
the severity of the disturbance could 
not be ascertained. 

Homes along the waterfront in the 
Cuban capital were abandoned. Po- 
lice, soldiers and sailors were ordered 
to patrol the region after looters were 
reported active. 

Fear was, expressed for nine men 
aboard a two-masted schooner that 
left Norfolk, Va., for Port Arthur, 
Texas, on August 21 and has not 
been reported since. 

The effects of the storm were not 
felt in Florida, aside from a 42-mile 
wind at Key West.

“I realize that such an assem- 
blage as this lodgé@the elements nec- 
essary to solve our present social and 
economic ills and that contribute 
most constructively to the safeguard- 
ing of our country‘s future,” he said. 

Free From Prejudice. 

“Foremost among these elements is 
the courage of youth, imbued with the 
desire to get at the truth of condi- 
tions—with minds that are free from 
prejudice and unhampered by crys- 
tallized customs.” 

So eager were the delegates to in- 
crease their voice in the selection of 
officers that the national committee 
election scheduled for today was post- 
poned. 

The delegates voted to recommend 
that the officers be chosen by popu- 
lar vote. Frank McCarthy, of oi 
dianapolis, who today became perma- 
nent chairman, expressed the infor- 
mal opinion that such could not be 
(lone this year because the proposal 
would have to be submitted to the 
state bodies. 

Miss Kathleen Blum, of Wichita, 
Kan., took cognizance of rumors that 
political leaders from Washington 
were influencing the conduct of the 
convention “in regard to certain can- 
didates.”’ 

She said Postmaster-General James 
A, Farley, a speaker yesterday, as- 
sured her “that no one in Washington 
dictated any of the arrangements for 
the convention and they had no pref- 
erence in the selection of the national 
officers.” 

Two Withdrawn. 

In the interests of harmony, Tyre 
Taylor, of Raleigh, N. C., president of 
the national body, and George B. 
Freeman, of Kansas City, president 
of the Missouri group, withdrew to- 
ay as candidates for president. 
Among those prominently mentioned 
for the position were John Boyden, 
of Utah; Frank McCarthy, of Indi- 
ana, and Cliff Woodward, of Iowa. 

Secretary Roper, in a discussion 
of the commerce department said it 
had been erroneously “implied that

“Incomes of wages and salaried 
workers were higher by $287,000,000 
in July than in March,” the survey 
said.

“Thus even before it is fully under- 
way, the recovery program has al- 
ready poured new purchasing power 
into the market at the rate of ovér 
$5.000,000,000 a year. This alone 
would be enough to raise retail sales 
17 per cent. 

“The effect of this new purchasing 
power is already being felt. Depart- 


ment store sales in July were 4 per 


cent above July last year—the first 
rise above the previous year since the 
depression. Early August reports show 
department store trade holding its 
gains.” 

The survey added that in July, for 
the first time since the bank crisis, 
wage rates per hour had turned up- 
ward and hours per week had been

Legislators and educators in con- 
ference here Friday appealed to the 
governors . of southern states. to 
strengthen their fight for cheaper 
school books. 

They also asked the governors to 
prosecute &@ campaign against a clause 
in the NRA code of the textbook pub- 
lishers that would prohibit the renting 
or leasing of textbook plates and al- 
low the companies to employ special 
lawyers and solicitors to influence the 
adoption of their books. 

he conference unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution sponsored by State 
Senator Edgar A. Brown, of South 
Carolina, on behalf of the Joint Leg- 
islative Textbook Association that en- 
listed the governors’ aid in effecting 
economies. 

It asked the chief executives of Vir- 
inia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
eorgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississip- 

pi, Louisiana and Tennessee to ap- 
point committees of three in each 
state, an educator and two Ilegisla- 
tors, to confer and seek economies by 
the following means: 

Economies Sought. 

Uniform textbooks for fundamental 
subjects in the elementary grades. 

Abolition of the central or state 
depositories, 

Free books. 

Employment of authors for the 
preparation of manuscript for books. 

The inauguration of such steps as 
may be necessary for the printing of 
books from accepted manuscripts. 

Advocacy of uniform legislation in 
the various states aimed at uniformity 
in textbooks. 

Senator Sampel W. Getzen, of Flor- 
ida, — of the association, spon- 
sored the resolution asking the gov- 
ernors to carry the fight on the pro- 
tested clause of the publishers’ code 
to President Roosevelt and Chief Ad- 
ministrator Hugh S. Johnson. 

That resolution also voiced objec- 
tion tv a provision of the code that 
would give the publishers the right 
to cancel contracts or revise them up- 
ward on account of increasing com- 
modity prices. 

Publishing Plant Proposed. 

Construction of a joint publishing 
house to serve states engaged in a 
fight for cheaper schoolbdoks was 


proposed at the conference Friday. 

The proposal was advanced in a 
resolution presented by Mrs. Harry ‘I’. 
Hartwell, wife of the mayor of Mo- 
bile, Ala. She said the building fund 
could be obtained under provisions of 
the national industrial recovery act. 

“Take the schoolbook question out 
of politics,” was the admonition given 
by Governor Eugene Talmadge, | of 
Georgia, and Governor Dave Sholtz, of 
Florida. 

Advocating uniformity of funda- 
mental texts as a means of forcing 
prices lower, Talmadge. said “the 
schoolbook question in Georgia has 
been a political football for 20 years. 
It looks like the southeast could ct 
together and adopt uniform books.” 

Says “Georgia is Broke.” 

“Georgia is broke,” he continued, 
“and is not able to give free books. 
After all, the best solution is to get 
the books down to cheaper prices. 

“We must take the schoolbook 
question out of politics. I hope we 
can cut the price of books like we 
have cut the price of automobile tazs 
in Georgia.” 

Existence of “a schoolbook trust in 
America, whether visible or not,” was 
proclaimed by Governor Sholtz. 

“What I have against the trusts 
is that they are making blood motvry 
ing are the same everywhere and I 
out of the children of our states,” he 
added. ‘“‘Reading, writing and spell- 
can see no logical reason for so many 
changes in the textbooks.” 

As % means of baking the “mo- 
nopoly” and saving “millions of dol- 
lars for the states and for the pareuts 
who pay the bills,” the governor rec- 
ommended that state legislatures sub- 
mit to their boards of education a 
definite plan for uniform books in the 
fundamental courses of study. 

Collins Urges Uniformity. 

M. D. Collins, state superintend- 
ent of schools in Georgia, concurred 
with the governors and said the state 
is working out a plan for 
books in all counties. 

“But let's think of cheaper prices 
and not cheaper books,” he admon- 
ished. 

A warning against books, partic- 
ularly histories, that are written in 


uniform | 


a manner to “exploit the prejudicés 
of southern people’ was sounded . by 
Dr. John G. Harrison, of the Mercer 
University faculty at Macon, Ga. 

“If southern historians write books, 
let them state both sides,” he said, 
pointing®* particularly to books touch- 
ing on the War Between the States. 

He expressed doubt there is such a 
thing as “a schoolbook trust,’ but 
asserted the publishers have agreed as 
to the profits they are going to make. 
Dr. Harrison advised against rigid 
rules for applying uniform texts but 
suggested that the states agree on 
some specific books of an elementary 
nature and try to force publishers to 
lower their prices for the given texts. 

“If they won't, then publish it 
yourself,” he continued. 

Cost Increase Cited. 


Citing an increase in the cost of the 
Ohio public school system from 3$20,- 
000,000 thirty years ago to $141,000,- 
QUO today, State Senator D, J. Gun- 
sett, of Van Wert, Ohio, said: “The 
problem is to bring the costs down.” 

He expressed opposition to general 
uniform texts as a principle but asked 
“Why can’t we have our fundamental 
texts in the elementary grades uni- 
form?” 

A national public school system 
with all books, save histories, the same 
in all the states was advocated by 
Mrs. Florence Virginia Adams, for- 
mer teacher in the Atlanta school sys- 
tem, who has made prolonged research 
into schoolbook costs and educational 
practices, | 

She also advocated the election of 
all state superintendents of schools by 
popular vote. 

The conference was called by Gov- 
ernor Ibra Blackwood, of South Cara 
lina. The purposes, as explained by 
Senator Getzen, are for stimulating 
movements for free books, the elimi- 
nation of state depositories that re- 
ceive fees and the. unification of 
fundamental texts used in the elemen- 
tary grades, 

Attending the meeting were super- 
intendents of schools in several states, 
members of state boards of education 
and officers of state teachers’ associa- 
tions.

ning. The sea, whipped befcre a gale 
that blasted a clean path through 
flimsy shanties in coastal villages, 
swept over the low beaches and threat- 
ened to flood the capital in a tidal 


wave, 
100 Miles an Hour. 

The wind roared over Havana at 
100 miles an hour. The populace, 
trained by experience with tropical 
hurricanes, boarded up houses and 
shops and remained indoors, The 
streets were deserted. The wind would 
blow any moving outside into the sea. 

The sea swept over Morro castle, 
the waves running as high as the top 
of the lighthouse. The naval garrison 
at La Punta awaited orders to evacu- 
ate. The seas lashing the water front 
rose rapidly as dusk fell, and water 
stood three feet deep for blocks in- 
land from the furiously churning har- 
bor. Huge blocks of stone were torn 
from the seawall and tossed about like 
chips. 

The wind tore down wires. Some 
sections of the city were without 
lights or telephone communications, 
In mid-city, trees and scores of signs 
were blown down by the hurricane. 

Scores of small shacks and “bo- 
hios,” or rude thatched houses, were 
reported blown down in the outskirts 
of Havana. The entire Malecon sec- 
tion was flooded. 

Steamers in port rode the storm 
well. Practically all the fishing craft 
were beached before the wind hit. 

A second hurricane, of unknown 
force, was reported.to be forming 
north of Puerto Rico, 1,100 miles east 
of Havana. The storm raging here 
also originated in the same area and 
traveled in a sémi-circle south of the 
Bahama Islands to hit the Cuban coast 
in eastern Matanzas province at noon 
today.

In Georgia’s Fields and Streams

AUGUST BIRDS. 

Someone asked me the other day 
what had become of the birds. He 
remarked that he had not noticed as 
much song, nor seen as many birds 


as he had enjoyed a week or so ago. 


The answer is another chapter in 
the yearly cycle, and a part of the 
rapidly changing scenes of approach- 
ing autumn. Birds are now moulting 
in preparation for migration later in 
the year. During this time of moult, 
they retire to the woods and thick- 
ets. Songs are rare, for the exuber- 
ance of spirit manifest in bird song 
demands exuberance of health and 
bodily fitness. Naturally, when the 
skin is called upon to supply a new 
set of feathers to replace those worn 
by the work of frequent flights to 
and from the nest, there is naturally 
not a great deal of energy left for 
song. 

Twenty-four years ago William Bee- 
be wrote of this time of year as the 
“Grey-days of Birds.” Like every 
other phrase of Dr. Beebe’s, this is 
one rich in meaning. It is an inter- 
lude of great significance; it is a 
time of development and growth, and 
silence is to the advantage of the 


songsters, hiding in the still woods. 

That gorgeous black and red bird 
that you saw on its way further north 
this spring will return this fall, but 
unless you have taken the trouble to 
read about the winter plumage of the 
scarlet tanager, you will hardly know 
the bird. While the wings and tail 
retain their jet blackness, the rest of 
the body becomes a dull olive. Mere- 
ly one example; but a striking one. 

In almost every case, the plumage 
of the male and female agree more 
closely now than at any other sea- 
son. There are birds, of course, that 
show no sexual dichromatism at all. 
Those that do differ, however, ap- 
proach more nearly the mean than 
the extreme in winter feathers. The 
difficulty with fall migration lies in 
the great numbers of young birds. 
Those in many cases resemble the fe- 
male, or have a plumage entirely 
their own. Identifying birds, there- 
fore, in fall migration, is a job for an 
expert. However, if you begin at a 
difficult time and continue your stu- 
dies until the next fall migration, you 
will be surprised at the ease with 
which you will spot the species as 
they pass your door-yard.

COMMON CAUSE WITH CUBA. 

An entirely new program, such 
as the administration indicated is 
in the making, is necessary for the 
United States and Cuba. 

Machado has fled, leaving behind 
him a prostrate and sorrowing 
country mourning the machina- 
tions of graft which wrecked the 
treasury, and the assassination of 
hundreds of her citizens. 

It is impossible to estimate the 
damage done to education, to the 
social and economic structure of 
the nation. Had it not been for the 
ministering measures of Sumner 
Welles, United States ambassador, 
complete chaos would have reigned. 

The task of the new govern- 
ment is to liquidate the abuses of 
the past. There is little doubt but 
that much of President Roosevelt’s 
sympathy for Cuba was, and is, 
based on the fact that his admin- 
istration, too, is liquidating abuses 
of past administrations and bring- 
ing to the people new hope and 
new inspiration. 

Cuba is confronted with com- 
munistic activities which were 
spawned by the murderous rule of 
the exiled Machado. It is not to 
be supposed that Cuba and the 
government of President Cespedes 
can immediately restore ‘ complete 
order. The sufferings of Cuba for 
the past eight years cannot be 
erased from the minds of the peo- 
ple in a week or a month. 

The task ahead of our adminis- 
tration is to work out a new deal 
for Cuba. It is possible that we 
have forgotten Cuba in the midst of 
our own tribulations. And yet it 
is impossible to separate the des- 
tinies of the two nations. Our in- 
terests are common. The need for 
the products of each country is 
mutual. Cuba was one of our bet- 
ter markets. 

Cuba’s problem is that of any na- 
tion with one major agricultural 
crop. Cuba’s crop is sugar. And 
it is this problem which the ad- 
ministration at Washington is try- 
ing to solve. When Cuba’s sugar 
is selling, our markets prosper, be- 
cause Cuba is a good customer. 

There is need for immediate co- 
operation by this country. Now 
that Machado has been removed, 
there is-reporte@l a tendency, in 
certain sections of the powerful 
A. B. C. society, to turn toward 
fascism. Restoration of economic 
stability and a reduction of unem- 
ployment would remove this tend- 
ency. 

The leaders of Cuba very prop- 
erly do not want intervention by 
the United States. But they do 
recognize the mutual interests and 
obligations of the two nations. And 
they desire the friendly co-opera- 
tion of this nation. 

The infamy of Machado will be 
forgotten only when Cuba has been 
given stability. It is to be a long 
task. The real revolution in Cuba 
is to work out a new economic 
and political structure to replace 
the corrupt ones of the past. And 
this nation must be patient and 
sympathetic. It is encouraging to 
note this tendency in Washington. 


DANGER’S CHIEF HABITATS. 

Investigations recently complet- 
ed by the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company reveal that risk of 
injury does not exist to the great- 
est extent, as the average person 
no doubt believes, on public ton- 
veyances such as trains, airplanes, 
taxicabs, street cars, buses and 
boats, but rather in the normal ac- 
tivities of home, business and rec- 
reational pursuits. 

The tabulation of 117,477  in- 
juries shows that stay-at-homes are 
in almost seven times as much dan- 
ger as those who travel, either 
a distance or merely from one sec- 
tion of their community to another. 

Of these injuries, 17,000 oc- 
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golf, skating and dancing, and only 
25,000 in privately-owned automo- 
biles. f 

The explanation lies, no doubt, 
in the fact that when we travel we 
instinctively are more careful, while 
we grow careless during the per- 
formance of the routine of daily life 
at home and in the business world. 
This is borne out by the fact that 
a much larger per cent of persons 
are injured getting in and out of 
the beds in their homes than in the 
more hazardous job of entering or 
leaving sleeping car berths. 


From which it would appear that 


on the old-time motto of “God Bless 


Our Home,” should be replaced by 
the modern-day warning of ‘Watch 
Your Step.” 


DOWNTOWN AIRPORTS. 

Commenting upon the airport 
construction feature of the federal 
public works program, former Sen- 
ator Hiram Bingham, of Connec- 
ticut, now president of the Na- 
tional Aeronautical Association, 
points to the need of more central 
location of airports than is now 
the case. 

He cites that in New York, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco and other large 
cities much time is required for air 
travelers to go from the existing 
airports to the business centers of 
the cities, a situation that is a ma- 
jor handicap faced by air transpor- 
tation lines in their efforts to in- 
crease their patronage. 


In practically all the large cities 
it takes more than half an hour to 
go from the airports to the hotel 
districts, and either heavy taxicab 
expense must be incurred or an 
airport bus. used, necessitating a 
still greater consumption of time 
and another transfer from the cen- 
trally local air depot to the travel- 
er’s destination. 

Senator Bingham feels that there 
are tracts near the heart of most 
of the large cities of the country 
which could be developed as self- 
liquidating airports, which would 
soon pay for themselves. While 
the task would probably be too 
costly a one for private capital, he 
feels that a number of such air- 
ports could be financed by the gov- 
ernment and used as a nucleus for 
the development of a nation-wide 
system of downtown airports. 

These airports, he points out, 
need not be as large as those sit- 
uated on the outskirts of the cities 
and would not contemplate the 
abandonment of present fields. The 
downtown airports would be sim- 
ply for the discharging of passen- 
gers and the ships would then 
proceed to the more distant air- 
ports, just as trains go to outlying 
railroad yards after their passen- 
gers have alighted at downtown 
Stations. 


Atlanta furnishes a good illustra- 
tion of the feasibility of such cen- 
trally located airports. Ample room 
for ships coming in from any direc- 
tion exists in the territory lying 
northeast of the Spring Street via- 
duct and occupied now only by rail- 
road tracks, and residential and 
business dwellings of but little 
value. 


Ships landing on a field located 
at this point could taxi up to an 
airport depot located across the 
viaduct from the present Union de- 
pot and alighting passengers would 
be within two or three blocks of 
the heart of the city. 


Atlanta is fortunate in the exist- 
ence of a large area, practically un- 
developed, contiguous to the heart 
of the city, but other municipali- 
tles undoubtedly have areas within 
their limits that could be used for 
airports. 


The development of such a down- 
town airport would give a great 
impetus to aviation in Atlanta, al- 
ready the air hub of the south. It 
is a project that is perhaps not 
feasible at this time, but it is one 
that should certainly be carefully 
considered before the growth of 
the city enhances the value of in- 
lying tracts to a prohibitive figure.

I also saw a dead one lying on the 
Newsky, now October Prospect.

Horses there are plenty, powerful 
wiry little animals and in the army 
they look excellent, as in all armies 
of my acquaintance. They were better 
looked after than men in the war 
years, as every artillerist or cavalry- 
man will tell you. But cattle you 
don’t see in Russia. A whole eve- 
ning of looking out of the train car- 
riage window from Leningrad to Mos- 
cow, an occupation that was resumed 
at dawn, failed to reveal more than 
one red-skinned heifer. Of course, 
there are fine dairy farms in the new 
Russia and milk is to be had, but 
there is also a scarcity of meat. In 
cattle, Russia is short at least 50 mil- 
lion cows.

NO REASON WHY A WOMAN 
MAY NOT SWIM. 

A distinguished physician, Dr. 
Clelia Duel Mosher, for some years 
medical adviser of women in Stanford 
University, has one of those “queer 
notions” I am subject to, but she has 
it in a comparatively mild form. 

In her fine little book, “Personal 
Hygiene for Women,” published by 
Stanford University Press, (and aa 
ideal $1.50 gift for any girl, I should 
think), Dr. Mosher says: 

“The importance of bathing is also 
overlooked, especially at the menstrial 
period. Why should a woman alter 
all her habits of life so sharply at the 
time of menstruation? This alone js 
sufficient to account for many of her 
Symptoms. At the time of her fune- 
tional periodicity she needs more 
rather than less bathing, provided...” 

Here I deeply regret to say the au- 
thor uses a lot of weasel words thar 
suck the significance out of the whole- 
some and sane view already expressed. 
Perhaps her purpose was to let the old 
fogies down gently. Or it may be that 
her publishers decided the doctor's 
teaching was too startling and she’d 
have to add on a few hundred words 
to salve down the old parties who have 
the most to say if not much to do m 
medicine today. Publishers are like 
that. If you have any clear ideas to 
impart to the public you had better 
be your own publisher and take al! 
the blame or censure yourself. 

Why should a woman change her 
habits of life so sharply at the time 
of her functional periodicity? No rea- 
son that an intelligent person can ex- 
press in unequivocal language. And 
why should she change her whole at- 
titude and her philosophy or her. way 
of thinking at this time? 

The woman at this time may bathe, 
Dr. Mosher says, provided care 1s 
taken to prevent chilling of the sur- 
face, and provided she gradually ac- 
customs herself, without fear or worry 
in regard to consequences, to rational 
bathing at this as well as other times. 

That’s too bad. I have recon- 
mended Dr.-Mosher’s book to a great 
many young women who sought essen- 
tial knowledge and sound advice on 
the subject, and I'd reluct to discour- 
age any girl or woman from enjoying 
a swim or a bath whenever she might 
Wish to go in. 

All these to whom I have recom- 
mended the book and others who have 
yet to read it should know there :s 
no sense in that quaint idea of ge*- 
ting gradually accustomed to bathing 
or fo swimming or to going in the 
water. I mean so far as health or 
hygiene is concerned. Any girl who 
is not feeble-minded ought to know 
enough to come out when she is too 
cold to enjoy the water any longer, or 
to stay out if the water is so cold no 
one can enjoy it. By the same token 
any girl, child, woman or man may 
safely decide for thonself at any time 
or in any circumstances whether they 
will go in swimming or take a bath.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—(?)— 
recommendation that President 
Roosevelt employ his discretionary 
powers to fix the price of oil and its

Warehousemen in most of the 
North Carolina markets met today 
and voted to support the plan for a 
holiday. A meeting of the Eastern 
Carolina Warehousemen’s Association 
was called for tonight, however, to 
take formal action, Indications prior 
to the meeting were that they might 
request that partial operations be 
continued for a day or so. to take 
care of tobacco which might be dam- 
aged if not marketed immediately. 

The tobacco markets do not operate 
on Saturday and how completely the 
holiday plan will be carried out will 
not be seen until Monday.

U. 8S. OUTLINES PLAN 
FOR CROP REDUCTION 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—-(4)— 
The farm adjustment administration 
today replied to the demands of flue- 
cured tobacco growers for relief by 
announcing a program which includes 
benefit payments in return for prom- 
ises to reduce the crop next year. 

In addition, Secretary Wallace said 
similar “adjustment programs” would 
be inaugurated for 1934 crops of 
Burley, Maryland dark air-cured and 
dark fire-cured types of tobacco. 

In order to raise money to pay the 
farmers, a processing tax will be 
levied on all flue-cured tobacco proc- 
essed for domestic consumption. 

The levy will be applied October 
1 and the farm administration hinted 
it would be around 4 cents a pound 
by asserting it “could be” at that 
rate. Four cents is the difference be- 
tween the present price of tobacco and 
the parity price, the latter figure 
being the amount flue-cured tobacco 
would have to bring to have the pur- 
chasing power it had in the period 
from 1919 to 1929. 

The farm administration said the 
processing tax on tobacco in the 
marketing year beginning October 1 
would raise around $10,000,000 and 
that all of that amount—if necessary 
—would be “used to bring the pro- 


duction of the 1934 flue-cured tobacco 


crop as much below the present level 
of consumption requirements as the 
present crop is above that level.” 

Details of the plan remain to be 
worked out, but J. B. Hutson, chief of 
the tobacco section, said it involved 
cash payments to individyal growers 
who promised to reduce production. 
The reduction will be on an allotment 
basis through which the growers will 
diminish the quantity of tobacco, fig- 
ured on a poundage basis, which they 
will deliver to market. 

Tobacco experts figured that a ‘re- 
duction of 15 per cent in flue-cured 
tobacco would be sufficient, theoreti- 
cally at least, to raise the price to 
parity.

ADEQUATE, DALADIER SAYS 
PARIS, Sept. 1.—(#)—Premier 
Edouard Daladier today told the 
French cabinet about the strength of 
France’s new steel and concrete de- 
fense chain along the German fron- 
tier, while nazi followers of Chancel- 
lor Hitler were opening their “vic- 
tory convention” in Nurnberg, Ger- 
many.

All the Ford officials who have 
remained in Detroit during the vaca- 
tion period have indicated, although 
refusing to be quoted, that the motor 
manufacturer, veteran of many “s0 
it alone” campaigns, has not changed 
his mind about remaining outside the 
NRA agreement. Questioned as to the 
Ford company’s plans, they point out 
repeatedly that the Ford Motor Com- 
pany pays better than the minimum 
wage demanded in the NRA automo- 
tive code, and that the employes work 
an eight-hour, five-day week. The 
NRA code demands a 43-cent-an-hour 
minimum wage, and 35 hours a week, 
while the present Ford rate is 50 cents 
an hour.

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WESTBERRY AVERS 


Defendant on Stand De- 
scribes “Third Degree” 
Inflicted by Officers. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 1-—-(4)— 
Austin Westberry in an unsworn 
statement to the jury today said he 
was innocent of the killings of W. H. 
Browning and his wife three years 
ago and asserted that officers cursed 
him, beat him and ‘broke me down” 
until he was ready to sign any con- 
fession they offered. 

The defense rested after Westberry, 
in his 40 minute talk to the second 
Lowndes county jury to try him, had 
traced his activities from a week prior 
to the killings until after the Brown- 
ings were killed. 

The youthful defendant said “of- 
ficers scared me to death” and had 
him so afraid of death in the elec- 
tric chair that he agreed to sign any: 
thing. The defense throughout the 
trial has declared that the alleged 
confession made by Westberry was ob- 
tained by force. . 

In his statement Westberry named 
A. TT. Bell, former Brooks county 
deputy sheriff, as the “father of all 
those confessions” and _ stated. that 
Volice Chief T. O. Sturdivant and 
former Detective Frank C. Foster, of 
the Atlanta department, Police Chief 
Kendall, of Valdosta; Ralph Myddle- 
ton, former Lowndes county officer, 
and O. T. Hill, special officer for the 
Southern yailroad, were instrumental 
in obtaining what he said was 4a 
“false’’ confession from him. 

The state, as soon as the defense 
rested, placed witnesses on the stand 
to testify they would believe the testi- 
mony of Sheriff Colin Clanton, of 
brooks County. The defense hal 
sought to impeach Clanton’s testimony 
by presenting Wallace Harrell, Quit- 
man attorney, who said the sheriff had 
told him he knew nothing about the 
confessions he is alleged to have heard. 

Harrell swore that Clanton told him 
that his deputy, Bell, was so active 
in trying to get a confession from 
Westberry and Padgett, while they 
were prisoners in the Brooks county 
jail, that he could not get him to go 
into the county and serve papers and 
make levies. 

Harrell also testified that Clanton 
said Bell was carrying cold drinks and 
sandwiches to prisoners and 
in every way to get a confession, and 
that it looked fishy to him. 

Clanton went back on the stand and 
testified that he considered Harrell 
his friend and that he “is a high-toned 
gentleman. If he made any such 
vtatement about what I said I believe 
he was mistaken.” Clanton further 
stated on the stand that he did ad- 
monish Bell to let the Lowndes coun- 
ty officers attend to the prisoners and 
that when Bell came to him with a 
purported confession he refused to 
consider it and called the Lowndes 
county officers to personally look 
ufter the confession. However, Clan- 
to. said, he was persenally present 
when Austin Westberry made the 
confession which has been introduced 
into the records. 

‘Harrell, placed back on the stand, 
om cross-examination by the state said 
he defended many accused against 
whom Sheriff Clanton appeared as 
prosecutor. He said that he had one 
client now under death sentence and 
was trying to secure executive clem- 
ency.

Lines Better Off Without 
Codes, Federal Co-ordi- 
nator Rules. 


WASHINGTON, . l—e-— 
The nation’s rail carriers were ad- 
judged better off today by Joseph B. 
Eastman, federal co-ordinator of 
transportation, if not brought under 
the national recovery act with its 
wage and hour fixing codes. Ps 

In a memorandum to President 
Roosevelt, the co-ordinator disclosed 
simultaneously that he had been com- 
municating informally with railroad 
executives to correct what he con- 
sidered unhealthy spots in the rail- 
way labor situation. 

Certain classes of rail employes, ne 
said, now are working longer hours 
than necessary in comparison with 
other classes. 

“I am hopeful of favorable results,” 
he said. “It may be possible, also, to 
provide for minimum wages cousistent 
with those adopted in the codes, in 
the few instances where such mini- 
mum wages may be necessary.” | 

Kastman said his memorandum was 
being transmitted by Mr. Roosevelt 
to A. F. Whitney, chairman of the 
Railway Labor Executives’ Associa- 
tion, along with a communication from 
the president. This was not made 
public. 

About the middle of August, Whit- 
ney wrote to Mr. Roosevelt urging 
that the railroads and their employes 
be. put under an NRA code. This 
was given to Eastman for answer, 
along with a memorandum from the 
association of railway executives 
contending that the carriers were not 
included the recovery act. 

The federal co-ordinator sided with 
the railroad executives. Taking up 
first the question of whether the NRA 
is applicable legally to the carriers, 
he said that his “own opinion is 
that the railroads are not included.” 


LABOR EXECUTIVES 
KEENLY DISAPPOINTED 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 1-—(/) 
Expressing “disappointment and 
shock” upon learning the national 
-industrial recovery act is not to be 
applied to railroads, A. F. Whitney, 
chairman of the Railway Labor 
Executives’ Association, teday said 
the association “will take immediate 
steps to have the railroad working 
day shortened without a reduction iu 
wages.” 

Mr. Whitney said the association 
will meet “very soon” at which time 
plans will be discussed for a move- 
ment to obtain a shorter working 
day for railroad men “in an effort 
to increase employment and purchas- 
ing power.” 

He said a communication on the 
subject from President Roosevelt had 
been sent to all association members 
with a request for suggestions on a 
plan of action and a meeting date. 

The president’s communication, Mr. 
Whitney said, took the position that 
railroads should not come under pro- 
visions of the national industrial re- 
covery act because of the emergency 
railroad labor act. 

“We have felt,” Mr. Whitney said, 
“that the railroads, among the larg- 
est employers in the country, should 
have been expected to set an example 
in the effort to bring about economic 
recovery. 

“Instead, the railroads have been 
dismissing employes, which has been 
very discouraging to the 750,000 rail- 
road workers in the country. 

“We see no reason why the rail- 
roads should be excluded from pro- 
visions of the recovery act. The great 
army of railroad workers must have 
an opportunity to work.”

| Grand Jury Presentments | 


IN THE SUPERIOR COURT, FUL- 
TON COUNTY, GEORGIA, JULY- 
AUGUST TERM, 1933. GEN- 
ERAL PRESENTMENTS O 
THE GRAND JURY. 

To the Honorable Judge of Said 
Court, 

Sir: 

Your grand jury for the July- 
August term of this court respect- 
fully submits its general present- 
ments as follows: 

1. We approve the borrowing of 
money from the United States gov- 
ernment for certain badly needed im- 
yrovements. Three buildings—court- 
tating jail and almshouse—are each 
congested and inadequate to present 
and future needs of Fulton county. 
We recommend that an addition to 
the courthouse and an entirely new 
jail be built on the property new 
owned by the county, located at the 
southwest corner of Central avenue 
and Hunter street. We recommend 
that additions be made to the alms- 
house to the extent of $100,0U0U, snme 
to include better protection against 
fire. We do not approve any change 
.in the location of the almshouse. 

>. At a session held July 6, 1933, 
the board of commissioners of roads 
and revenues of Fulton county or- 
dered that the judges of the superior 
court, city court and municipal court 
be requested to place on the calendar 
and dispose of all cases which have 
been filed during the year 1925, and 
since, and which are ripe for trial, 
including cases which have been by 
consent of counsel, or for other rea- 
sons, passed to the consent of the 
dead docket, so that these dockets 
of the courts may be closed. It is 
\ our recommendation that beginning 
\the first Monday in October, 1933, 
the judges of the superior court 
place in the trial calendar for each 
week ten or more cases which have 
been passed in regular call, begin- 
ning with the year 1925, and thut 
this practice continue until the passed 
cases have been disposed of. Large 
amounts of costs due the county are 
involved in these cases, Many have 
been settled, no doubt, without pay- 
ment of costs. Others for one reason 
or another probably never will be 
tried. We apprehend that the en- 
forcement of such a rule will not add 
largely to the volume of business ac- 
tually to be tried each week. The 
work of the officers of the court in 
these cases has already been done 
and it seems but just to the county 
that these court costs be paid. 

3. The county loses many thou- 
sands of dollars of income each year 
due to the fact that the tax assessors 
office does not possess plats and/or 
field books itemizing the taxable real 
estate which is not incorporated | 
cities. We have information which 
leads us to believe that there are 
tracts of lang in Fulton county en- 
tirely untax for many years and 
such property will continue to go 
untaxed unless this condition is reme- 
died. We are advised by the title 
companies and title attorneys that 
in making title search fully 75 per 
cent of the county property will show 
no return or payment of taxes dur- 
ing a part or all of the seven-year 
period for which legally a payment 
may be required. We recommend 
that plats and field books be pro- 
vided which will show the owners 
name, description of the property, 
ete. We believe the amount of un- 
paid taxes uncovered in this way will 
more than pay for the cost incurred 
in providing such plats or field books 
during the first two or three years. 


4. In the presentments of the May- 
June grand jury it is recommended 
that the auditors for the county be ap- 
pointed for a maximum term of two 
years, from a list of qualified and 
competent firms and upon definite. 
specifications as to the work to be 
performed; these auditors to be select- 
ed upon a competitive basis and no 
auditor to serve two successive terms, 
We heartily concur jn this recom- 
mendation and agaip’ suggest that it 
be made effective. / 

5. While this grand jury did_ not 
deem it wise to recommend the adopt- 
tion of the Ellis health law in toto 
at this time, principally on account 
of economic conditions, we feel that 
health conditions in Fulton county 
are not as they should be and we 
recommend that the county commis- 
sioners make a rigid investigation as 
to the modern qualifications of the 
officials and employes of the county 
health department and make suc 
changes in personnel and otherwise 
~as should be made, looking toward im- 
provement of our health conditions. 
In this connection it is hoped that 
federal aid may be secured in carry- 
ing out sewerage and drainage pro)- 
ects which are now up for consid- 
eration, s 

6. This grand jury goes on record 
as uesting and urging our repre- 
sentatives from Fulton county to 
amend the state law in reference to 
kidnaping so that on conviction the 
death penalty shall apply. 

-  % It is recommended that all law 
enforcing officials of Fulton county 
be requested to be more diligent in 
following up murderers and other ma- 
jor crimes. While it is most desir- 
able that the traffic laws be enforced. 
that stolen cars be located, that pet- 
ty gambling be stopped, etc., this 
should not be done at the expense 
of running down hold-ups, murder- 
ers and other major crimes. Under 
date of August 22, 1933, The Atlanta 
Constitution published a statement to 
the effect that Atlanta ranks second 
in the cities of the United States in 
the rate of murders per capia, in a 
nation-wide survey for 1932. We 
further recommend that all law en- 
forcing officers be instructed and 
taught to procure all possible evidence 
in cases where arrests are made suf- 
ficient to indict. In this way the 
grand jury would have all necessary 
evidence to find either a true bill or 
a no bill and eliminate quite an ex- 
pense on the part of the county in 
the investigation of the cases after in- 
dictments are brought. 

. We recommend and urge 
thorough and complete co-operation of 
all officers—city, county and state— 
in investigating crimes and appre- 
hending criminals. 

9. It has been charged before this 
grand jury that salary buyers are op- 
erating illegally in the county. This 
complaint was referred to the Atlanta 
Bar Association for investigation and 
under date of August 31, 1933, Hon. 
J. W. LeCraw writes us as follows: 

“I ascertained that Mr. W. A. Ful- 
ler is chairman of the joint grievance 
committee of the Atlanta Bar ia- 
tion, and the Atlanta Lawyers club, 
and he reports to me over the phone 
as follows: 

“The joint grievance committee has 
held two meetings at which the mat- 
ter of the loan shark suits (referred to 
the bar association by.the grand jury) 
was considered in great detail. Two 


sub-committees have been appointed 
which are at work. One of these is 
engaged in examining the records of 
the parties concerned. They have not 
as yet arrived at anything definite 
enough to make a report to the grand 
jury. They expect to continue the in- 
vestigation and push it diligently, and 
will make a report to the solicitor 
general of their findings, but it will be 
impossible to make a report in time 
for consideration of the present grand 
jury: 

“If this grand jury so requests, they 
will make a full report of their inves- 
tigation to the next grand jury.” 

In view of the fact that we are un- 
able to complete this investigation, 
we respectfully refer this complaint to 
the September-October grand jury. 

10. We commend the commissioners 
of Fulton county in their efforts to- 
wards economy. County expenses have 
been materially reduced during the 
past two years.and the commissioners 
have stated to this body that they 
hope to be able to make a reduction in 
the tax rates. We heartily recommend 
that this reduction be placed in effect 
this year. We further commend the 
county commissioners for following the 
recommendations of the previous grand 
jury in installing a checking system 
which enables them to keep a more 
accurate record of all county supplies. 

Atlanta Police Benefit Fund and 

Courtesy Cards. 

11. Following an exhaustive-investi- 
gation of many witnesses, we your jury 
desire to approve the action of Atlanta 
city council in putting a stop to the 
issuance of police courtesy cards and 
the soliciting of funds from the pub- 
lic by or for any municipal depart- 
ment, for any purpose. 

Certain “promoters,” fortified with 
official authority by Atlanta’s chief 
of police have made solicitations based 
on misrepresentations, veiled threats 
and direct violation of law. Aiding 
and abetting this “racket,” said “pro- 
moters” were permitted to use and 
were supplied with city police de- 
partment stationery also a fac-simile 
signature stamp of the chief of police. 

12. We respectfully recommend the 
publication of these presentments in 
The Atlanta Constitution, The At- 
lanta Georgian, The Atlanta Journal, 
and The Fulton County Daily Report.

Whereas, it has been brought to the 
attention of this grand jury by sworn 
evidence and by affidavits that many 
persons have registered. for the ap- 
proaching city primary who are not 
lawfully entitled to do so, and

Whereas, the question of clean and 
honest elections is of vital importance 
to all citizens. And the efforts of all 
good citizens striving for the better- 
ment of their community are of no 
avail if the medium of the expression 
of their will at the polls is tainted 
with illegal voting. 

Therefore, be it resolved by the 
grand jury that the attention of the 
mayor and general council of Atlan- 
ta _be called to this grave sit- 
nation, and they be requested to in- 
stitute immediately a careful check 
of the registration list before the 
same is released for the approach- 
ing primary to see that the names 
of no persons not entitled to vote 
are allowed to remain on said list. 
To this end we suggest that the 
proper officials send to each person 
whose right to register is questioned, 
a notice to appear and upon failure 
to do so and make proper showing, 
that such names be stricken from 
the voters lists. 

_In this connection we call atten- 
tion to the law passed at the last 
legislature regulating the holding of 
primaries and providing punishment 
for illegal registration and fraud or 
corruption in the holding of city pri- 
maries. We are advised that this 
act constitutes practically the only 
law governing the holding of munici- 
pal primaries. We understand it is 
now being tested in the courts, and 
in event a decision upholding this 
law should be handed down before 
the next primary, we urge upon the 
City of Atlanta and the city demo- 
cratic executive committee a_ rigid 
compliance with the terms of this act. 

Adopted, this September Ist, 1933.

When shorts began to 
cover in the final hour prices ad- 
vanced easily, bringing an average 
net gain of around a point. Volume 
amounted to approximately 1,200,000 
shares. 

On the basis of group behavior, 
oils looked best and most of the lead- 
ers there finished a point or more to 
the good. Gold shares were firm as 
the metal’s price in London reached 
a record high at an American equiv- 
alent of $29.59. Homestake jumped 3. 

Elsewhere, gains ranging from ma- 
jor fractions to about one point were 
returned by United States and Beth- 
lehem Steels, National Biscuit, Amer- 
ican Telephone, General Motors, 
Chrysler, Case, American Tobacco, 
New York Central, Santa Fe, Kenne- 
cott, du Pont, Allied Chemical and 
Westinghouse. Woolworth was a fa- 
vorite of the moment on reports that 
its August sales had run ahead of 
last year, the point being made that 
the company operated under code 
conditions last month. 

The oil industry’s steering com- 


mittee, in session at Washington, 
was said to be aiming at dollar 
crude, which would mean an advance 
from current levels. As regards an- 
other major industry, transportation, 
Wall Street looked for little change 
in the freight loadings report; pub- 
lished after the close, instead of to- 
morrow morning, it showed a de- 
crease of 2,847 cars for the week 
ended August 26 from the previous 
week’s total, but was 94,231 cars 
above a year ago.

TRADE REVIEW NOTES 
CONTINUED ADVANCES 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1—()— 
Dun & Bradstreet, Ine., in their 
weekly trade review today said that 
business and trade have continued 
their forward movement with no signs 
of hesitancy. 

“The unrestrained weight of na- 
tional action,” commented the review, 
“has been timed to a nicety to receive 
the full impact of the normal -inten- 
sity of the heavier force of the fall 
buying season. Some idea of the 
broadness of the sweep with which 
retail dfstribution has been advancing 
under the stimulus of the NRA ac- 
tivities is present in the early esti- 
mates of August sales volume. These 
range from a low of 5 per cent to a 
high of around 35 per cent for a 
month which even in normal times 
is marked by a series of recessions 
in all commercial branches, 

“News of the rise in consumer buy- 
ing is factual, being supported by 
sales reports and figures issued by 
the chain and department stores and 
mail order houses. Retail sales are 
now increasing at a far more rapid 
rate than industrial activity is declin- 
ing, as the recession in the latter has 
not been extended as yet, production 
in many divisions continuing above 
last year’s. position and offering a fa- 
vorable comparison with the 1931 fig- 
ures. 

“At no time in the last four years 
has a summer season been charac- 
terized by such an insistent demand 
for goods of all types, which has 
carried the August volume of many 
stores three or four times that of a 
year ago, in spite of the fact that 
shopping during this month normal- 
ly reaches almost the lowest ebb of 
the year.”

It occurs to me that the various tournament bodies are get- 
ting quite a kicking around. A verbal kicking around. 

Miss Enid Wilson, the English women’s champion at golf, 
has issued a statement in which she says that this is her last 
season in competitive golf. The reasons behind her proposed 
retirement are several. Foremost is the attitude of tournament 
officials, demanding all sorts of physical extravagances from 
the players and creating such a serious attitude that all fun is 
taken from the game. 

Mrs. Helen Wills Moody, who recently defaulted to 


Miss Helen Jacobs in the national tennis matches rather 
than risk permanent injury, is quoted as saying the 
only reason she entered the national at all was at the 
insistence of the tennis officials who said the financial 
end of the tournament would be ruined without her. 


Clifford Sutter, one of the ranking tennis stars, was quoted 
as saying that he preferred to play in Europe, where tennis 
players are treated as gentlemen and not as hired help. It so 
happens that tournament players in this country are little more 
than hired help. But Sutter was told to quit talking. And 
those responsible for his expenses abroad were those who told 
him to quit talking. 


MRS. MOODY PILLORIED UNJUSTLY. 


It is now pretty well believed that the United States Lawn 
Tennis Association puts pressure on leading players to cause 
them to enter tournaments. The association seeks those large 
gates and the gate is usually a tremendous one, especially when 
Vines, Shields, Mrs. Moody and Miss Jacobs are among those 
entered. 

Without them the show would not draw in much 
money at the gate. It was pretty obvious that Mrs. 
Moody was not at her best in Europe. It was even more 
obvious when she began to play in this country. It is 
quite probable that the oldest (and most foolish) argu- 
ment was advanced—that she owed it to the game and 
her public to go on and play. 

It seems to me that Mrs. Moody has done enough for ten- 
nis in her seven years of play. It is equally true that tennis 
has done much for her. But there is no overlapping in the debt. 

If this case leads to rebellion among the leading 
players, causing them to refuse to go on if they are un- 
able or unwilling, it will be worthwhile. The most com- 
mercial of all our amateur sports is really facing a fight 
from within the ranks. 

The players should go ahead and join Henri Cochet in the 
professional game.

Boston in First 
Game, 2 to 0.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 1—(2)— 
The mighty arms of Carl Hubbell and 


Fred Fitzsimmons both pitched and 
batted the New York Giants into a 
double victory that dropped the Bos- 
ton Braves into third place, a single 
point behind the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
today before 48,000 horrified specta- 
tors, the largest major league crowd 
of the season in Boston. 

Hubbell outclassed Fred Frank- 
house by a wide margin while hurl- 
ing the Giants to a 2-0 win in the 
tenth inning of the opener. His fa- 
mous screw-ball baffled the Braves 
as he chalked up his 20th victory 
of the season and his 10th shutout. 
Fitzsimmons was almost as effective 
while working for his 5-3 triumph in 
the second half of the clean sweep, 
which lengthened the Giants’ lead over 
the virtually deadlocked Pirates and 
Braves to seven games. 

Frankhouse, with his fast curve 
misbehaving, encountered plenty of 
trouble but the brilliant performances 
of his infield mates kept the Giants 
scoreless until the tenth, which the 
Boston right-hander opened by fan- 
ning the veteran Travis Jackson, in 
at third base for Johnny Vergez, who 
underwent an appendix operation last 


night. 
MANCUSO STARTS IT. 

Gus Mancuso started the Giants 
on their way by gaining first as Bax- 
ter Jordan juggled Pinky Whitney’s 
throw from third.
